Upon motion made by Ted Necarsulmer, seconded by Jeanette Obser and unanimously carried, 

that Chapter 174 of the Village Code be amended in the following respects: 

 1. §174-24A is amended by inserting the following clause in parentheses after the 

words “Village parking lot”, to wit, “(except as permitted in §174-24.1)”. 

 2. The provisions with respect to the south side of Quogue Street under the columns 

in §174-24A are amended to read as follows:

 3. The provisions of Subsection B of §174-24 are deleted. 

 4. The provisions of Subsection C of §174-24 are re-designated as Subsection B and 

the words “seven consecutive days” therein are amended to read “two consecutive days”. 

 5. §174-24.1 is amended to read as follows: 

 §174-24.1. Limitation on Overnight Parking in Village Parking Lot. 

  A. No person, other than a Village of Quogue resident, employee or 

firefighter, or a current guest of a hotel in the Village of Quogue, shall park or stand any motor 

vehicle (other than a Village of Quogue vehicle) between the hours of 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m. in 

the Village parking lot. 

  B. The right of a Village of Quogue resident, employee, firefighter or hotel 

guest to park or stand a vehicle (other than a Village of Quogue-owned vehicle) in the Village 

parking lot between the hours of 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m. shall be limited to a duration of not 

more than seven consecutive days. 

 6. The title of §174-24.2 is amended to read “Parking in Village parking lot for 

designated personnel”. 

 7. The words “two parking spaces” in §174-25.1 are amended to read “five parking 

spaces”. 

 8. The regulations under the columns in §174-48 are amended to read as follows:
